Kentucky: total 429 hhds 
Whiskey. —Vhis article has been of dull sale dur- 
ing the present week, and the transactions have been 
at a shade lower in price than last week.

and sales of copper distilled barrels at 24424} cts.

Counterfeit Coin.— The Secretary of the Trea- 
sury has issued a notice to the Attorneys and Mar- 
shals of the United States, requiring their vigilance 
in the detection of persons engaged in manufactur- 
ing or passing spurious money in imitation of the 
silver coin, which are extensively circulated in some 
of the Western states, and which, there is reason 
to suppose, will be gradually introduced in other 
parts of the U, States. Two of these dollars, which 
were received in Nashville, and which are supposed 
to have been fabricated in Arkansas, have been ex- 
amined at the Mint. The value of one of them was 
ascertained to be 40, and thre other 314 cents. The 
Director of the Mint in his report remarks, that “the 
manner in which these counterfeits are executed 
renders them extremely mischievous in our curren- 
cy. By achemical process, the external pellicle i 
made to assume the appearance of good silver; or 
rather to be really good : better it may be than stand- 
ard, so that an experienced eye could not detect the 
fraud by inspecting the external surface merely.”
